The war department had authorized

Huerta at Fort Bliss if the former 
dictator were rearrested today, and 
in view of the sympathetic feeling dis- 
played in El Paso toward Huerta, the 
possibility of his removal to some city 
distant from the border was consid- 
ered certain tonicht. 

Officials here were much disappoint- 
ed when Huerta was promptly releas- 
ed on bond when first arrested: The 
belief prevailed tonight, although offi- 
cials at the department of justice would 
not admit it, that the new bond had 
been made so high as to be practically 
prohibitive. 

The position of the Washington gov- 
ernment is that Huerta’s return to 
Mexico would complicate the situation 
with a new revolutionary movement at 
a time when President Wilson is work. 
ing out plans for a pacification of the 
country through the factions already 
in the field.

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New York. July 3.—(Special.)—The 
stock market was extremely dull and a 
trifle easy in tendency during the last 
week result of the near-approach 
of the time when a reply from Ger- 
many to the last American note 1s ex- 
pected, and also because of disappoint- 
ment over the results of the sale of 
$71,000,000 city of New York _ bonds. 
While many most concerned felt well 
satisfied with the results of the sale, 
holders of securities in general found 
excuse for moderate selling and for 
withdrawal of some support from 
stock market because of the claim that 
the price received was over a point be- 
low general expectations Further- 
more, on accoent of the approach of 
the holiday, there were few who were 
willing to buy more securities while 
they would have to hold them during 
several days.of closed markets. Liqui- 
dation by Europeans of better class 
issues of American bonds and a small 
amount of stocks had some influence 
on the tone of the market here, al- 
though such selling is welcomed in 
well-infofmed quarters. it is argued 
that Europe will have great difficulty 
in continuing its huge purchases here 
unless such are partly offset by sales 
in large amounts of securities mar- 
ketable here. it is even believed in 
some quarters that in the end the only 
way that Europe will be able to keep 
in buying here will be through selling 
all of their Ameriean securities. A con- 
spicuous feature of trading in securi- 
ties for several weeks has been the 
large amount of professional transac- 
tions and the small participation by 
the general public. It has been reiter- 
erated bv nearly every important au- 
thority on economic conditions so often 
that the time to buy securities is when 
general conditions are on an improv- 
ing scale, and it is so evident to all 
who are in touch with affairs in in- 
dustry and banking that such is the 
case at present, that it is a matter of 
wonder that more speculative buying 
has not been seen. However, is all 
wound up in the question of our fu- 
ture relations with Germany, and. be- 
cause of the doubt of the outcome of 
present negotiations, speculative senti- 
ment very shy. They are further- 
more reported to be afraid of the ef- 
fects of heavy selling of American 
securities to raise funds for war loans 
abroad. 

Money Drug on Market. 

Demand for loans is far less than the 
available supply. and as a result, both 
call and time loan rates have shown 
an easing tendency. The first of July 
financing caused a little firmer tone 
for a short time, but even before funds 
from dividend and interest payments 
were returned to the banks, rates eased 
again. 

The foreign exchange market showed 
signs of verging on demoralization, 
with exchange on practically all coun- 
tries going to new low records during 
the week. When sterling exchange 
broke through 4.76, there was heavy 
buving by J. P. Morgan & Co, with 
the result that there was immediate 
steadving to above 4.76 again. Indica- 
tions of a heavy demand for the new 
British war loan bv Americans has not 
served to steady the exchange market. 
The continued growth of the trade 
balance of the United States is the 
principal cause of the further weakness 
in exchange Trade figures for the 
eleven months to May 31, 1915, show 
that imports were $1,516,474,600 and ex- 
ports $2,499,592.079, showing $219,921,607 
decrease in imports and $292,084,975 
increase in exports as compared with 
the corresponding period the vear be- 
fore. For the eleven months the trade 
balance was $83,117,479, or nearly 
$400,000,000 in excess of the total for 
any corresponding period on. record. 
The total trade balance for the fiscal 
year to June 30 is above $1,060,000,000. 

Aldrich-Vreeland Act Expires. 

On Wednesday the Aldrich-Vreeland 
act expired bv limitation, after having 
served during the stormy months di- 
rectliv following the start of the war 
in Europe, as the mainstay of the bank- 
ine community through the fact that it 
made possible the issuance of a large 
amount of greatly needed emergency 
currency. 4ut for the abilitv to issue 
this quickly, there might have been a 
much worse overturning of credit sta- 
bility than was seen. There was $382,- 
502.645 of this emergency currency Ifs- 
sued during the first three months 
after the war started Of this, 
than $1,000,000 is outstanding now 

At the end of the fiscal year 1915 
there was a deficit in the United States 
treasury of about $12060,000,000 for the 
Year as compared with $45,000,000 for 
the previous year, in each before 
adding in returns from the income tax. 
As the deficit was wiped out and a 
smali surplus shown last vear when all 
receipts were in, a big reduction in the 
deficit expected for the vear just 
closed.

about $800,000,000 was tn stocks and 
$1,.700,000,000 in bonds, notes, and other 
funded debt certificates, It is probable 
that $300,000,000 to $500,000,000 of this 
total has been resold to this country, 
but at least $2,0900,000,000 in American 
railroad securities may still be’ in 
Europe. There are also many millions 
and possibly over a billion in par value 
of mining, industrial and other corpo- 
ration securities of this country 
abroad. 

‘Corporate Financing. 

Corporate financing for the first six 
months of 1915, to June 30, was only 
$770,000,000, or the smallest total for 
atiy similar period in many vears: in 
fact. since the country was 
smaller importance economically. In 
the same period of 1914 financing was 
above $1,900,000,000, while the best 
record for the first six months of

To Small Institutions Shown 


less than one 
vear, nearly two hundred banks 
throughout the sixth reserve bank 
district have taken advantage of the 
flexible currency system which ts per- 
mitted them through membership with 
the Federal Reserve Bank of Atlanta. 
A compiled statement just issued of 
the obligations representing money 
borrowed from the local reserve insti- 
tution by these banks on May 1, shows 
results which are highly gratifying to 
the board of directors. 

In this connection Joseph A. McCord, 
governor of the Atlanta Reserve bank, 
points out that not only has a large 
per cent cf the total borrowings of 
these banks been derived from this 
source, but it has furnished its great- 
est assistance to the banks of the 
small towns and the country rather 
than to the wealthy banks of the 
cities. 

Borrow From Reserve Bank. 

Mr. McCord shows that there are 145 
banks borrowing from the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of Atlanta. Of this num- 
26 are borrowing from the res 
bank alone Of the total of 185 banks 
borrowing from various sources, only 
66 banks are not borrowing from the 
federal reserve.

“THE BITTER END.” 


Regardless of which of the great con- 
tending European powers they come from, 
comments upon the duration of the war, 
whether official or otherwise, always in- 
clude in.some form the statement that they 
~rsupose to fight “to the bitter. end.” 

The one great and impelling truth 
this assertion that end will 
bitter one, no matter when it comes, 
whether tomorrow, in a month, in a year 
or several years.

If 
so, the conflict has just begun and there 
are yet some years more of slaughter and 
devastation. Meanwhile the rest of the 
world can only look on in sorrow and de- 
plore. 


THE MATTER WITH RUSSIA. 


The whole world is wondering at the 
disastrous failure of Russian arms. Having 
taken Lemberg and Przemvysl, two almost 
impregnable Galician strongholds, in a series 
of as brilliant victories as are credited to 
Cossack daring anywhere in history, and 
following this with successful marches right 
into the Carpathian passes overlooking the 
plains of Hungary, they are now driven back 
beyond their own borders and hard put to it 
to defend Warsaw, in Russian Poland, which 
is the next objective of determined Teutonic 
assault.

In the first place, this bill provides, and 
very properly so, that whenever a new rail- 
road is built across an established public 
road it shall be constructed either above or 
below the road; and, likewise, whenever a 
new public road is laid out across an exist- 
ing railroad, it shall cross either overhead 
or by underpass. In the first instance the 
expense naturally falls upon the railroad; 
in the latter case, upon the county or mu- 
nicipality. 

The foregoing provision takes care only 
of future construction. As to grade cross- 
ings already existing, it is provided that, 
either upon complaint of citizens or upon 
its own initiative, the railroad commission 
may investigate any such case and say from 
the evidence adduced whether or not the 
crossing in question should be abolished. 
If the commission decides the crossing at 
grade must be changed to overhead or un- 
derpass, it may then determine whether the 
railroad company should bear the entire 
expense, or what part of it should properly 
be borne by the county or municipality in- 
terested. It also gives the commission the 
right to limit the number of grade crossings 
which anv one railroad company shall be 
required to abolish within a single year, in 
order that the burden of expense may be 


gconveniently distributed. 


The importance of terminating the grade 
crossing evil will not be questioned, but we 
can never do it without making a beginning. 
As a starting point a measure along these 
lines will no doubt appeal to all conserva- 
tive interests as one that is fair and just.

Compulsory School A ttendance 
Our Most Important Problem 


Shall the state of Georgia continue 
to accord to parents the right to pre- 
vent their children from being taught 
to read? The present legislature will 
be called on to decide this, our most 
important, educational question. Only 
three other states in the union recog- 
nize such a right. The remainder of 
the American people recognize the right 
of the child. And they recognize the 
right of the state to require that its 
children shall be prepared for citizen- 
ship—that those who are to rule at 
the ballot box shall be fitted to.govern. 
They do not believe, as so many peo- 
ple in Georgia do, that a part of the 
sacred birthright of the free American 


father is the right to do as he pleases! 


From generation to 
generation the heritage of ifnorance 
has descended in our state. The igno- 
rant father keeps his children in igno- 
rance, and the lawmaker has not dared 
to interfere. 

The result is that about a twelfth 
of the white people of Georgia above 
ten vears of age can not read and write. 
There is a larger percentage of white 
illiterates in the Empire State of the 
South than in any of the northern or 
western states. Only three other states 
have as large a percentage of illiterates 
as we have. Governor Harris, in his 
inaugural address, said that unless our 
state adopts compulsory education, “we 
will soon find our people leading the 
nation in the matter of illiteracy.” 


Child Labor Law. 


There was a time when the law of 
Georgia recognized the right of a fa- 
ther to put his children at work in 
factories as soon as they emerged from 
babyhood, and to Keep them there until 
they were grown. Finally, the law 
used compulsion in behalf of the child 
by preventing a parent from putting 
his children to work in such places un- 
til they were in their teens. This was

school. When the new child labor law 
was adopted in the closing hours of 
the last legislature, it was generally 
realized that a compulsory school at- 
tendance law should promptly follow, 
from the mills 
in the schools: and it is 
if the school attendance 
bill. which passed the senate and was 
indorsed by the educational commit- 
tee of the house of representatives, had 
reached a vote in the house, it would 
have been adopted. 

The same compulsory school attend- 
ance measure has been introduced in 
the present senate by Senator Stovall. 
Its provisions are very mild. far milder 
than those of any of the laws of other 
states on the subject. They are in ac- 
cord with the recommendations of 
State School Superintendent Brittain, 
who believes that the time for a more 
strict and satisfactory measure is not 
vet ripe in Georgia. This is a_ bill 
simply to require that children shall 
be taught reading, writing and the 
elements of arithmetic. It requires only 
twelve weeks’ school attendance in a 
vear: and the time can be so arranged 
interfere with farm work or 
of parents. It does not re- 
quire the attendance of children who 
have completed the fourth grade of 
school] work—a grade completed by 
many children under 
Other exemptions are provided for, and 
the local board of education can exempt 
for anv cal'se thev may consider rea- 
sonable. The enforcement of the law 
is left in their hands, and it is not like- 
Iv that such boards would administer 
it without due regard to school facili- 
ties, or with undue harshness, or in a 
way that would be unsatisfactory to 
the people of their communities.

er percentage of negroes than Geor- 
gia, has recently adopted a compulsory 
school attendance law. Those who fa- 
vor the sending of missionaries to Af- 
rica and other lands to teach the read- 
ing of the Bible should be willing to 
have it taught to all classes of people 
at home. The negroes who commit the 
worst crimes are not as a rule the 
more intelligent, The fact that a school 
attendance law would cause more ne- 
groes to learn to read will not cause 
right-minded people to lose sight of 
the welfare of our white children fo: 
whom such a law is demanded. 

On this question the women of the 
state are entitled to have their wishes 
considered, and thev should be heard 
from. Most of them are mothers. The 
largest petitions and the largest num- 
ber of petitions ever presented to the 
legislature in Georgia were in ‘favor 
of a compulsory education bill several 
vears ago. The Federation of Women's 
Clubs may well be proud of the splen- 
did work done at that time. It fell 
little short of success, and it did suc- 
ceed in increasing and strengthening 
public sentiment in favor of such a 
measure. The prospects of success are 
better now than theyv have ever been. 
Several bills on the subject have al- 
readv been introduced at this session 
of the legislature. 

Write to your representatives and let 
them know your wishes. Individuals. 
as well as local organizations, should 
communicate with the local represen- 
tatives. This seems to be better than 
netitions addressed to the legislature. 
Let us do all we can to hasten the 
day when everv Georgian can sign his 
name and read his ballot, and when 
every Georgia mother can at least 
teach a child its letters.

Three thousand pounds of musk on an 
average are shipped every year from Chungking, and 
it is estimated that fully half of this amount passes 
through Tachienlu. 
Most of this musk is sent to France. where it is 
employed in the manufacture of perfumery. The 
musk is not only used for the perfume that bears 
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- this name but is a most essential ingredient in 
of the better classes of perfumery. Musk has ce! 
radivactive properties that cause the odor of 
fume to be carried through the air in a 
would otherwise be impossible.

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WAR WITH THE 
FRENCH AND INDIANS 


VEN the little that had been gain- 
ed in King William's war had 
now to be gained all over again. 

William Phips had taken Port 
Royal very handily at the outset of 
that war (1690), and Acadia with it, 
and there had been no difficulty in 
holding the conquered province until 
the war ended: but the treaty of Rys- 
wick had handed back to the French 
everything the English had taken, the 
statesmen of England hardly heeding 
America at all in the térms they 
agreed to-—-and so a beginning was 
once more to be made. 

The war bé@ean, as every one knew 
it must, with forays on the border; 
the Indians were the first afoot, and 
were more to be feared than the 
French.

was made at the south, where, 
the first year (1702) of the war was 
out, the Carolinas struck at the power 
of Spain in Florida. They sent a little 
force against St. Augustine, and easily 
swept the town itself, but stood datint- 
ed before the walis of the castle, lack- 
ing cannon to reduce it, and came 
hastily away at sight of two Spanish 
ships standing in the harbor, leaving 
their verv stores and ammunition be- 
hind them in their panic. 

They had saddled the colony with a 
debt of 6,000 pounds and gained noth- 
ing. But they at least kept their own 
borders safe against the Indians and 
their own little capital at Charleston 
safe against reprisals by the Spaniards. 

The Apalachees, who served the

The admir- 
al blundered in the fogs which beset 
him at the mouth of the great stream, 
lost eight ships and almost 1,000 men, 
and then put about in dismay and steer- 
ed straightaway for England, to have 
his flagship blow up under him at Spit- 
head. Colonel Nicholson heard very 
promptly of the admiral’s ignoble fail- 
ure, and did not make his march. The 
next year, 1712, the merchants of Que- 
bec subscribed to a fund to complete 
the fortifications of their rock-built 
citv, and even women volunteered to 
work upon them, that they might be 
finished the English came eagain.
